CHAPTER I. 

Of Derivative Nouns: Andjtrst of those that ar$ 
derived from other Nouns. 

Nouns are derived from all parts of speech, except 
coojonctions. Thus from vt^vcri^ anno superiorly 
comes wtfvcrtfH^ zohai is of the last ^ear: from xftiy 
heri, yesierdaj/^ comes xl^to'miy faesternus, what is of 
ifesterday: from ^x$^^ super, upon^ comes Iveir^y 
consul, afird magistrate i and such others. 

But the most common derivation is made from nouns 
and verbs. ^ 

From nouns, there are six different sorts of deriva. 
tives. 1. Patronymics* 2. Gentiles. 3. PossesstveB. 
4. Diminutives, b. Augmentatives. 6. Those that 
are particularly called Denominatives.

Sometimes we find two Bouns joined to a particle ;* 
as 2r«y«Mv^fe$, of Utile duration^ unseasonable; iv^aipi^cTa- 
xtM^ aflnechildy but nvith difficulty brought into the 
wofid^ or a woman v>ho is delix^red of a fine child^ but 
has had a very hard labour. 

Bat we seldom meet with three nouns together, in 
pure au&OTS, though we find such in Lycophron, 
fiiiT?ucHiern^o^^ built by a strayed covf ; ^tXetv^ofMtfMg^ a 
relation^ or one of the same blood; which sounds a little 
too harsh. 

The comic writers indeed divert themselves with 
composing monstrous long ones, as may be seen in 
Aristophanes, where, among others, we find one at the 
end of his 'EkxAjvo-. composed of eight and twenty 
words; ifhich shews the great fertility of this lan« 
giiage in the formation of its compounds. 
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But most worthy of our notice, are the nouns com- 
posed of two wortls, wherein we are to remark particu- 
larly the final of the first word, which may be either a 
noun^ or a verb. 

I. COMPOUNDS OF TWO NOUNS, 

There are some, though very few, campoonded of 
two nominatives; as Nc«woAf(, Nafiles^ from fiety new^ 
and «-«A(s> a city; vKmtutx^ umhratilis pogoa, fenCm 
ing; ' B^ctKXsnqy Hercules^ Junonis gloria^ from *li^«y 
Junoy and jtAw^, glory.

There are some few formed from the genitive, and 
then the genitive continues entire; from »«y5, navisy 
itM^y Att. nat^y veatTotMiy a harbour^ or a dockfor buihU 
ing ships; from Kvm^ cants; >cwogy tcvvoFupety Cynosura, 
nrsa minor, « conatellatioriy signifying a dog'* stall: 
from Zsv^y A/tf$, Jufiitery Ato^fca^ot, Castor and Polluxy 
Ju/iiter^s children. 

But there are several formed from this case, by 
dropping the final letters, so that there remains an « ; 
as MrK^y Xrsovy a robber; Xv^^o^^y one thai has slain 
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rodb^Tj or 'fiirate : Ihus f roni' opu^^ ocM^f, like^ cometh 
^uri/(M«, equal in honour : from ttxtij domu9^ oiito^cf*^^ 
a housc'lnulder: from ev^Suq^ certaminis, aye^H^trr^j. 
one thai rewards the comiiatanta. 

EroQ those that have not an • in the genitive, conform 
sometimes to this same rule ; as ifjupeuy day^ nftef^Miva^^ 
cmedhatileeptbifday* 

The same analogy Is obserred in deriratiyes : et^nfy 
f^$, a star, t^rtf^ttii sparkimgs wiiMt^ ttrtij a wave^ 
nmpMxttHy agiiatedy tossed by waves. 

The • of the genitive is sometimes by the. poets 
cliaoged into 9: yMf, Hy a member ^ or foot; ywei^y 
yvtiuiy from whence comes ufuptyvitstiy svr«$, lame.of both 
sides; eiur^M^, Deipara, the mother of God^ for 
^i6T9xci; hcifMF»S*pd^ci, a link boy; ^s^xvfj^ogci, one 
that wears a crown. And this is particularly practised, 
when there is a series of s)iort syllables. 

The Dorics change sometimes p into s : «ii(J*^o^ow$, 
dfi^tpcfosy a murderer: ^A^o^oyrr,u *Afy«^vTjj5, an4 
inserting 1, 'A^yw^tn*, the slayer of Argus.

The Attics retain #r in their nouns: A««<^fo«, apub^ 
lie road; ntnu^o^y aeditnus, a sexton. In like manner 
iQ , th^ fifth of contracts ; x^iot^y aro^y «$ ; K^iUHf^iay 
visceratio, distribution^ and division of jlesh»

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The conpooiids of ydU^ ike earih, change often- 
times m into f in the first sjUable, and « into # in 
the second : ywfU''^^^ a geomdrictan; ym^yn^ yntfm 
yo$, a tiller of ike earth; yntxl^^ a hill. Nerer^ei. 
less we read ymut^tmy a bestower^ or ditirikuter of 
land* And those which put the other word before^ 
are generally terminated in fi«$ : paXKHyttoi^ black soil; 
tmytfi^ terrestrial^ or creeping on the ground. 

Sometimes the first word is contracted : ^ttafiAK^

fs0/uftaj ftjtayiA, neomenia, the new moon. 

When the second word begins with an r, the Attics 
contract it into a: AtnUe^o^, AvKoZ^ya^ Lifcurgus; 
twtxi^y itfHox^j eunuchy one that takes care of the bed* 
And others admit of other contractions, which agreis 
with the general analogj. 

Those from afuZ^ simulj are not contracted : ifust- 
nny cf the same nation ox family ^ and not iftnim. 
We likewise say tttrrttnuy of the same year, one year 
old. 

The compounds of iucx?0gy and «f ;^o$, change • into

Some are formed from the dative, x^^'^^^j ^ ^^^ 
full of gesture, a dancer; •f««u/A«$, a mountaineer; 

When two consonants fol- 
low, the t of the diphthong h is castaway : ^trpo^j 
nourished in the mountains; tyjc^Kruvniy one that 
makes a noise with his pike. 

Others are formed frojn the dative plural : ofco-<r^«^«$,.

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Several are formed from the nominatiTe, or accosa.

We And one from tbe accasatiye plaral of am^ loss, 
or damage, tIz. i»r««, wkence is formed Kr^v^MAa;} tin- 
jusiy wicked. 

II. WO&D8 GOMPOVXPBD WITH A YEEB AHD A NOUN. 

Nouns compounded with verbs, are derived either 
from the present, or h'om the aorist, or from the 
future. 

When ifaey come from the present, generally speak- 
ing, the first part of the compound ends in s : ^t^tf^ 
fero, to carry; ^s^mttH^ victorious; /Mfv«r, maneo, to 
remain, to wait; MatXa^, the supporter of the people. 

Some take i : rt^tt, to delight, to please; rt^^tKtm

and loose person, a fool. 

Some others « : Xti^*f, linquo, to leave, ya^^rcMna, 
a deserter, one that deserts from the army ; As/sr*- 
•tpvx^^ animi deliquium, swooning, or fainting away. 

Sometimes they are syncopated : foeum, to spoil, to 
waste; fUM^cm, bloody, cruel. 

Some have a t inserted, to prevent the concourse of 
several short syllables : ^^toSt^^, fruitful, that affords 
wherewithal to live. 

Some form a diphthong : r«A««, fo dare, to under^ 
take, to endure; Ttt?^£ttTtff»i, miserable. 

Those of the second aorist follow the same analogy, 
taking sometimes t : $im»$f^Ihave bit; inKiivfA^, biting, 
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satirical: and sometimes i : cA«^v, / have. been hid; 
?iMit^0oyyi, wheU hinders the recollecting of a word. 
Id like maoQer from o^/^t, ser6, late^ comes inf/tfuthij 
one that begins laie to studif* 

Those that com« from tbe. future, assume commonly 
ao f : itti^^ iuv'm^ to fear; tuo-timft^fj fearful^ one 
that has a religious^ or superstitious conscience : a-etm^ 
to shake; c-tta-^^ vuo^xfitn^ earth^haking^ an epithet 
of Neptdne: s^vm^ ow, to draw^ to deliver^ to pre- 
serve; f^vTiw>ai^ protectoresSy or patroness of a town* 

Those that are foroaed from a circumflex, assume 
sometimes a short syllable instead of a long one: 
to{iio-tt^ I shall find; tu^iTU7ri%^ one that invents new 
words, eloquent. 

Verbs that hafe an i In the penultima of the future, 
assume an « in the compounds : /iu|«, / will mingle; 
fu^o^tif, half. savage, half a beast; i3^iV«», 1 will make 
heavy; ^trifntiX'^h terrible, warlike. 

We find also some compounds Hiat take their 
second part from a future in ^4^^ or { 5 as from r^it^^m, 
1 will rub; •tMT^tii^, verna, a bond slave, a servant that 
is born in a family; rsl«»^ I shall be brought to bed; 
xoAAiTffJ, one that has fine children; iTrtre^y near her 
time. 

When the second word begins with a Yowel, the 
vowel of the first word is cut off : ^uitfjLoti, to abstain, 
to spare; ^sthmr^i, one that saves his horses: pi-^^, 
I will throw: pi^tio^ti, one that runs away^ after hav- 
ing cast off his buckler. 

Tlt9Te, quinque, Jive, sometimes retains the final : 
wtmov^tyyi, that has five pipes, or holes; wsfrtx^ituf, 
which hath Jive beds. 
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Sometimes it is changed into u : trtrrJixXmif^ rrtfrttirmy 
five years oldj that lasts Jive years^ and that h^ppen^ 
eth every fifth year, 

'£{, sex, six^ admits also of an «: slttKXmv^ that 
hath six beds; tleti-n^^ and c|er9$, that has six years. 

From ««r«», octo, eighty we form dxr«v9ri/$, and 
oftener ^KTc^ma^ of eight feet. We say ttMo-t^ctim^ 
and utMTxfxiM^' of twenty furlongs. 

From '£x«rof , a hundred^ comes lx«rdyr«^;^d$, a cen„ 
turion^ a captain of a hundred men; Ixtercrrft^tt^y one 
thai has a hundred handsj MoL itueroyx^i^* ^^ 
read also M^ffrct^x^y iEschyl. one that commands a 
thousand soldiers^ a colonel.

T^taturrtunKj .Myr«* 
nw, thirty years olds rn^^nontmn^ forty years old^ 
kc.
